LATEST NUMBERS
e AsofMay 17, 2023:
e 552 total Mpox cases (confirmed + presumed)
e 7,564 doses and 3,996 second doses have been administered.
o Data on Mpox cases and vaccine distribution, with demographic characteristics, are updated here, every
2 weeks on Wednesday.
e The Health Department, as part of its goal to be as transparent as possible, is one of the first
jurisdictions in the country to report demographics on both people who have monkeypox and
vaccine recipients.

LATEST NEWS
e Low vaccine rates create risk of resurgence .

e The 2022 mpox outbreak in the United States has receded to very low levels. However, most
jurisdictions in the United States may be at risk of resurgence or new mpox outbreaks without
continued efforts to vaccinate people at risk, based on new modeling analyses.

e The chance of an outbreak and its predicted size will likely increase over time without
continued efforts to vaccinate people at highest risk of mpox exposure.
e The Chicago Department of Public Health has identified a resurgence of cases of mpox.
e One case has been identified in Philadelphia after several months with no cases.
e More cases are expected to be identified in the coming days and weeks.
e Vaccination, while not 100% protective, remains an important tool in preventing and mitigating
infections.

e The Mpox Coordinator will be responsible for enrolling sites to offer mpox vaccine, verifying
appropriate storage and handling, processing provider orders, delivering vaccines to sites
weekly, and reviewing reporting in alignment with ordering.

e Additionally, the Mpox Coordinator will serve as a liaison between the Division of HIV Health
(DHH) and the Immunization program to coordinate activities related to overarching objectives.

LATEST IN-PERSON PDPH OUTREACH
e The Ballroom Outreach Working Group continues to meet.
e Health Department renames its Mpox Community Advisory Group (CAG) to the LGBTQ CAG.

e Inresponse to the mpox outbreak, PDPH formed a LGBTQ Community Advisory Group
consisting of community stakeholders and leaders.

e Their inputs were invaluable as the health department strategized and responded to
contain the mpox outbreak. There was strong interest on both the part of the CAG and
PDPH leadership to continue the CAG to inform programs and interventions addressing
LGBTQ community health disparities and barriers to equitable, inclusive healthcare.

e The group will meet quarterly, with next scheduled meeting on April 19.
